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Spray gun with a window 



Claim: 



A spray gun with a window in which a transparent window 2 is 
attached keeping a certain width to the cup 1 of a spray gun 3. 

Detailed Description of the Invntion: 

This invention relates to a spray gun in which a transparent 
window 2 is attached while keeping a certain width to the cup 1 
of a spray gun 3. 

Conventionally, the cup 1 of the spray gun 3 had no mark which 
indicates the remaining amount of the substance to be sprayed, so 
that it was necessary that the cover is frequently removed so as 
to confirm the remaining amount. 

In that operation the paint adhered to the cover drips to the 
outside of the cup 1 so that the article was frequently flopped. 

The objection of this invention is to remove such demerit. 
As shown in Fig. 1, a transparent plate 2 is mounted to part of 
the cup 1 so as to be able to see the inside. Thus, without re- 
moving the lid for confirmation it is possible to confirm the 
inside of the cup 1 through the transparent plate 2. 
Brief Description of the Drawing: 

Fig. 1 is a perspective view of the spray gun of this inven-
